of Admiral 
Sampson, 
through 
his 


counsel, to that part of the report of 
the court of inquiry on theSchleycase 
which was signed by Admiral Dewey 
alone, and which said that to Schiey 
belonged the credit of the victory at 
Santiago, was filed today with Sec- 
retary Long. 


The objection

The protest came through Stayton 


& Cambell, the attorneys for Admiral 
Sampson. 


Secretary Long will now at once pr 


ceed to make known his decision on 
the findings of the court of inquiry, 
having waited only for this protest 
from Sampson. He will approve them 


Schiey has requested that Counsel 


Raynor be permitted tc make an oral 
argument after the receipt of the pro- 
test from Sampson, but the secretary 
has not determined whether this will 
be permitted.' 


Whatever action the secretary takes 


will be with the idea of ending the con 
troversy as quickly as possible.

After 
stating the terras of the bill the report

'"•"be"purpose of this bill is to cou- 


;-emrate authority and responsibility 
for "the construction of this great work 
in the hands of the president. It has 
been believed Uy your committee that 
this course would be a safer one to be 
pursued in carrying out the purposes of 
the bill, involving the expenditure of BO 
large a sum of money, all the work and 
all the expenditure to be made at a dis- 
tance so far from the capital, than any 
other metbod that could be devised." 


The report r ;fers to tbe "exhaustive 


report made ty the isthmian canal 
com- 


mission," and adds, "no doubt is ex- 
pressed by th . cocimission as to the 
practicability if tlie enterprise; on the 
contrary, they join with a score of pre- 
decessors in expressing their belief that 
the work can be carried to a successful 
termination, within the limits of .reason- 
able cost and reasonable time." 


The report then quotes the declara- 


tions of the various platforms and Pres- 
idents McKinley and Roosevelt favor- 
Ing tbe canal. 


Mr. Hepburn secured by unanimous 


consent the right to have the cann) bill 
made the regular order for Jan. 7, and 
the continuing order, revenue and ap- 
propriation bills excepted. until dis- 
posed of. This shows that the time of ac- 
tion has come. 


The bill is as follows: 
Section 1. That the President of tlie

Such canal shall be of 
sufficient capacity and depth as that It 
may be used by vessels of tho largest 
tonnage and draught now in use, and 
shall be supplied with all necessary 
locks and other appliances to meet the

There was good trotting 
in the afternoon. The great feature of 
the fair was on the third day, with- 
a great floral parade starting from 
the city at 12.30 and passing through

grounds. The parade wa3 about ,3. 
mile in length There must have been 
at least 10,000 people on the grounds. 
AH business wag suspended in the city 
The trotting was of the t>est and it 
would seem that the 42d annual fair 
must have been a financial success. 
The society has fine grounds, but the 
buildings 'need some reneunng and 
painting. The sanitary arrangements 
•were well looked after and kept m 
proper condition.

Her Sons and Daughters Will 


Keep Cause Alive 


PREFERS TO DRAW SWORU 


If She Ha'l Any Reasonable Chance 


of Defeating England—"Root the 
Irish People In Their Soil" the Slo- 
gan of United Irish League 


New York, Dec. 20.—Thc> provisional 


executive committee of UieTJnited Irish 
Leagu* of America, formed by the Irish 
envoys before leavin;for Ireland, held 
it« first meeting yesterday at the Hoff- 
toan house. John F. Kin»rty of Chicago, 
president of tlie newly organized 
league, presided. 


A constitution niid bylaws, based on 


the lines of the ol.3 land league organ- 
ization were adopted, «nd arrangements 
made to organize the country in sup- 
port of the Irish leaders and the United 
Irish League in liviaml, which is BOW 
arousing the vigorous hostility of tte 
jGnglish govern mom. 


The executive committee TtaB en- 


gaged until a late hour !n drafting an 
address to tbe people of this country on 
which they base their 'laiui to active 
support of the Irish cause at the pres- 
ent time. 


The address stni-ts rut ivitii Ibis decla- 


ration: ''Ireland iias tailed upon us, 
her kith and kin on this Continent, and 
all lovers of liberty, *o ;ii<l her in win- 
ning back from England 1he if tionul in- 
dependence of whifh she has been so 
unjustly deprived nncl Jsos the futile 
lands, the natural heritage of her peo- 
ple, of which successive crown cou- 
fications—the result of violated treaties 
—robbed their ancestors. 


> "The grievances >mder >"h1ch Ireland 
still labors would justify an rrpeal to 
arms were her military «sources and 
opportunities equal to Ler wrongs and 
her resentment. "\Y jre b'ae in a posi- 
ltion to draw the ;word e.r use the rifle, 
with even a reasonable chance of suc- 
cess, we would pr<>fortbe method of 
obtaining her rights «nt] avoujring the 
Insults heaped upon lier by areircrse- 
less government to any other. But we 
know that she is not, at j>r>sent, m a 
position to cope with the land s.nd sea 
forces of Englaitl which occupy her 
fortresses, comma-id ' er sear.orts and 
can be heavily reinforce-! rrom the mill- 
tan- depots and naval reserves of her 
op, _ssor. 


"We neither denounce ror renounce 


the principle of an appeal to physical 
force under favorable conditions, but 
we are fully aware that the application 
of such force for the obtaining of the 
rights of Irelan-3 'Toes not seem im- 
mediately practicable." 


The address then endorses what Mr. 


Redmond and his issociatos i aid as to 
the important part emigration is play- 
ing in keeping Ireland down and con- 
cludes this portion with the words: 
"But although often baffled, Ireland is 
by no means defeated, ''n a fiLal sense. 
Leaders have risen, fallen and died. 
Generations of Irishmen and Irish 
worien have been bom and have passed 
away, either on tha '.sitlve soil or in ex- 
ile, but the cause of Ireland will not 
pass away while the race remains faith- 
ful to the cradle land and ihe seas that 
break upon her shoves proclaim in the 
mighty accents of the creator that he 
designed her to be an Irish nation, not 
• British province," 


From the above paragraph is tben 


drawn this conclusion: '"Mip great 
task, then, of this ^nerntion, 5s to strive 
and root the Irish people In their soil. 
The young, rural people of Ireland must 
be given a living intei^st in the land 
that gave them 'tirtb. In order that 
they may cleave 'into the soil they must 
be made, like the vrpa?;mau. the Hol- 
lander and the Boer, 'armer proprietors. 
All people who own i he roll they till 
have illustrated ;heir patriotism by 
magnificent resistance 10 tj rims. 


"This, allied to the -inderlying cause 


of Irish national itlepmlfnce, is the 
Boble mission of 'he United fnsh League 
of Ireland. It is our -luty to sustain 
Ireland in her chosen policy which in no 
way conflicts with our mtional senti- 
ments, either as friends of Irelcnd or 
as American citizens." 


The address then calls upon Irlsn- 


lAmerlcans to form branches of the 
United Irish League rf America, to co- 
operate with their-Irish .rethren in tbe 
cause of national liberty '-nd agrarian 
reform. It further f tiggests that the 
league can be modeled .vfter the old 
land league and concludes with an ap- 
peal to every man oiid woman in Amer- 
ica who is friendly *o the Irish cause to 
Join the United Irish League of Amer- 
ica. The address bears the signatures 
•f the executive committee.

bles when life insurance was comparative- 
ly new. By these tables a person of 20 
may expect to live 33 years; one of 30, 28 
years; one of 40, 23 years. 


According to the modern computation 


a person of 20 may expect to live 42 
years; a person of 30, 34 years; a person 
of 40. 28 years; a person of 50. 21 years, 
and a person of 60, 16 years: figures be- 
ta* given without decimals.—Argonaut.

Of Character of Natives of 


Philippine Islands 


THEY ARE WAH TRAITOBS 


Greatest Hypocrisy Shown In tbe At- 


tempt to Serve Two Masters—Vil- 
lainous Priest at Head of Band Who 
Hade a Business of Murder 


Washington, Dec. 20.-"History af- 


fords no parallel of a wholc'people thus 
practically turning war traitors, and in 
the genius of no other people was ever 
found such masterful powers of secrecy 
and dissimulation; but it is needless to 
say that no powerful state was ever 
erected or ever can be erected on such 
immoral and unenlightened founda- 
tions." ID'S «tatement is made by Gen- 
eral Chaffee in a review of one of a 
number of court-martial cases in the 
islands, the records of which have been 
received at the war department. 


The case which brought forth this 


comment from General Chaffee was one 
wherein seven natives were tried jointly 
on a charge of ninrder. The accused 
were soldiers in the insurgent army and, 
after defeat by j^ie American army in. 
the field, abandoned even the show o£ 
opposition, and took up their residence 
at Taytay, in Luzon, a place protected 
by an American garrison. Then, fol- 
lowing the proclaimed policy of the in- 
surgent chiefs, they proceeded to or- 
ganize secretely a bolo band. When 
authorization had been given to estab- 
lish civil government, the baud came 
forward under tbe leadership of a resi- 
dent priest and were elected municipal 
officers of Taytay. 


Then ensued i» ^markable attempt to 


eerve two masters. In all lawful mat- 
ters they servod with due appearance 
of loyalty the American government, 
while at the same time they labored 
secretly and diligently in the interests 
of the insurgents. This dual form of 
government, says General CJiaffee, ex- 
isted everywhere, in strongly garrisoned 
cities like Manila as well as the smallest 
barrio. 


The municipal officers of Taytay next 


entered upon a series of murders and 
continued their deadly work until the 
growing number of mysterious .disap- 
pearances led to the discovery of the 
perpetrators by the American author- 
Hies. 


Six of the seven natives were sen- 


tenced to be hanged, but General Chaf- 
fee commuted the sentence of three of 
them to imprisonmnt at hard labor for 
life. 


The seventh native, Leonardo De 


Posoy, a regularly ordained priest, 
asked for and was granted a separate 
trial. When Taytay was given a per- 
manent garrison of American troops De- 
posoy was found there In the regular 
pursuit of his calling as curate of the 
pueblo and easily (the most influential 
man in the community. He cultivated 
the good will of the American officers 
and promised to aid them in keeping, 
peace. Butwhen the election's to Amer- 
ican civil government offices were held 
he put forward and caused to be elected 
as president Caledonio Javier, whom 
General Chaffee described r.s an "il- 
literate and bigoted man" whom De 
Posoy knew was an officer of insurgents 
and whom he commended to the people 
as the best man for tbe office because be 
was "bold." 


At his trial De Posoy, who was held to 


be the chief agent in the Taytay mur- 
ders, took advantage of the loophole 
which appeared to be afforded by his 
position as priest, by contending that, 
while the participators in the whole- 
sale murders in Taytay would confess 
the same at confessional, he was com- 
pelled by kis sacred office to keep 
Silence. 


General Chaffee pronounced this de- 


fense of no value, saying that "the con- 
fessional does not lay upon any man. 
priest or layman, tbe obligation of sup- 
pressing knowledge of crimes being 
committed by third parties, the con- 
summation of which could have been 
prevented without violating the se- 
crecy of tbe confessional." 


In this particular case, it is stated, 


the knowledge of the crimes was 
brought directly to the priest's notice 
and was not gained through the con- 
fessional. General Chnffee confirmed 
the sentence of death imposed by tbe 
court-martial which tried De Posoy, but 
commuted the sentence to 20 years' im- 
prisonment at hard labor "out of re- 
spect for bis calling and of the great re- 
ligious organization of which he is a 
most unworthy member." Said Gen- 
eral Chaffee in concluding his review: 
"No person living in these islands can 
be permitted to plead bis office, however 
•acred or exalted, as a protection for 
crimes committed."

recommended by the officers of tbe 
U. S. training ship Alliance for a medal 
•f honor, the recommendation having 
been forwarded to tbe navy depart* 
inent. Baker was sailmaker's mate on 
that vessel, and on arrival of the ship 
at Hanpteu Roads, Va., Dec. 13, after 
a six months' cruise, tbe story of Ba- 
ker's bravery was told. 


When the vessel was at Saint Thomas, 


D. W. I., the members of the crew were 
ordered to refrain from going in swim- 
ming as the harbor was said to be full 
of sharks. One night three of the boys 
stole overboard, taking the ship's dog 
with them. While enjoying the sport 
the dog was seized by a monster shark. 
Terror-stricken the three wen swam for 
the ship, but the shark gained on them 
and their cries for help aroused their 
shipmates. Baker was one of these, 
who took in the situation at a glance. 
He dived over the rail and, armed only 
with a dirk, swam directly toward'the 
approaching shark, and, diving be- 
neath it, thrust his knife into its belly, 
ripping it open from throat to tail, there- 
by saving the lives of his three ship- 
mates as well as his own. The body of 
the shark was secured and was found 
to measure 14 feet, 9 inches. The dog 
had been swallowed whole. 


Baker has already been rewarded one 


medal for personal bravery In the navy, 
as he assisted in cutting the cable at 
Guantanamo, under fire during the 
Spanish-American war.

Are Liberating- Oxygea ant 
MoUtnrs Day end Night. 


Utilitarians consider the trunk the im- 


portant part «f the tree. The trunk is 
a wise makeshift of nature which tower* 
aloft and tries to lift the vital organs of 
tbe tree—the leaves—out of harm's way 
nnd into purer nir and brighter sunshine. 
Beneath the ground the strong roots and 
rootlets have hundreds of eager, thirsty 
mouths whitSi take nourishment from the 
earth. Water and mineral matter are 
cariied upward by the process of capil- 
lary attraction to the leaves in the crown 
and the branches for digestion and as- 
similation. A leafless tree stands little 
chance of living. Trees denuded of their 
leaves by caterpillars and other mis- 
chievous things are deprived of their 
stomachs and lungs at once. 


Every leaf on a tree is unceasingly in- 


dustrious day and night. Examine the 
linden leaf, or, in fact, any leaf will do— 
the truth applies to all—and notice how 
its surface is spread to catch the sun- 
shine. The underside of the leaf has a 
different appearance. Tbe tissue is ten- 
derer and a network of breathing pores. 
A section placed under the objective of 
the microscope reveals tiny cells filled 
with a greenish liquid called chlorophyl, 
which plays an important part in the 
domestic economy of the tree. When un-1 
digested food from the ground has been 
carried to the leaves, the chlorophyl 
seizes it, and under the influence of sun- 
light changes it to nourishment. Tb« 
chlorophyl also breaks up the carbon 
dioxide with which it comes into con- 
tact and, liberating the oxygen, sends it 
out into the atmosphere. 


Digested food materials are carried 


from the leaves to all parts of the tree 
and aid in its growth. Leaves, as the 
lungs, are, necessary in the process of 
breathing. Like animals, tbe tree needs 
oxygen and breathes much after the, 
manner of a human being. Not only is 
the life eiviug iir taken into the lung* 
or leaves, but it is inhaled through tinj 
openings in the bark, just as men anc 
animals transpire through the skin 
Those tiny breathing holes are calleo 
lenticels, and may be seen plainly on tht, 
bark of cherry and many other kinds of 
trees. 
As the tree drinks water, it 


sweats and exhales water vapor alonfc 
vith the oxygen "cast off from the carboy 
dioxide. 


Tons and tons' of rfoisture are evapoi-at 


ed from wooded areas. This is anotho- 
beneficial act. Water vapor in the at 
mosphere is essential to agriculture 
Trees transpire through cracks and fis 
eures in the bark, where the lenticels am 
hidden, from sight. 
This is especial!; 


true in old trees. 
From time to tims 


scientists have computed the leaf area ot 
trees, and the results have been aston 
ishing. An ordinary linden leaf has & 
eurface of tea square inches. Multiply 
this by tbe number of leaves on a branch 
and calculate the leafage area of th« 
tree. 
This entire surface' is liberatinj

"How it 
is made, bow it is handled and the way 
to get the best results out of a given 
quantity are things that the average per- 
son knows but little about There is in 
the first place a curious difference in the 
way natural and manufactured ice i* 
formed. Natural ice is frozen from the 
top down. It is a matter of displace- 
ment. It begins with the first thin sur- 
face of the water and freezes down into

Manufactured ice is frozen from the 
sides. 
Ammonia of course does the

The first essential in determining

•Mnbinations is knowledge of

In the interest of 


th* public the government should 
have the right to inspect and exam- 
ine the workings of the great corpor- 
ations engaged in interstate business. 
Publicity is the only sure remedy 
which we can now invoke. What fur- 
ther remedies are needed in the way 
of governmental regulation or taxa- 
tion can only be determined 
after 


publicity has been obtained after pro- 
cess of law and in the course of ad- 
ministration. The first requisite ia 
knowledge, full and complete—know- 
ledge which may be made public to 
tjie world. 


The wisdom of the invoking of pub- 


licity for trusts is equally apparent 
when other phases of life are consid- 
ered, where publicity is seen to b« the 
,only weapon, in the hands of the peo-

These spaces are not so common in manu- 
factured air, because the air is not al- 
lowed to take the same 'liberties with the 
water that is to be frozen. 


"The processes of manufacturing Ice 


are simple euough, but the construction 
of tanks, such as are used around fac- 
tories and rnM storage plants, is a rather 
complex busmen. They are built in lay- 
ers so that ait can neither get oul or 
come in. Tfccie are generally two or 
three spaces that are filled with dead 
air that will take up neither heat nor 
cold. There aro several layers of paper, 
and one space is tilled with a nonconduct- 
ing moss, winch is really made of finely 
crushed granite. Those spaces and lay- 
ers form perfect insulation so far as heat 
and cold are concerned, and these ele- 
ments cannot pass to apd from the tanks. 
It coats a wodd of money to properly 
construct these tanks, and really persons 
not familiar with the facts have no sort 
of idea o* the expensiveness of it. 


"Few persons understand handling ice 


in a way to get the best results. Ice- 
men are required to figure the thing out 
on a scientific basis. They know just 
how much ice it TS ill takp to cool a given 
space. They can figure it down to a 
square inch. But we must remember, in 
the first place, tbat ice will not cool any- 
thing until it besT'ii" to melt. If it were 
possible to crsra an ordinary room full of 
ice and kopp !t ia a condition where it 
would not irplt a particle, the walls of 
the room wou'o aat cool because of the 
presence of the ice. >:ut the very moment 
the ice begins to melt the walls will be- 
gin to cool. Tbc ice must give off some 
of its cold bcfcrt having any sort of in- 
fluence on the thhifi around it, and it 
does this when it begins to melt. Now, 
this is natural law and a fact which the 
merest tyro would understand if he stop- 
ped long enough io think about it. There 
is another fact which is overlooked with 
the same persistence by the average per- 
son who uses ice. Of course persons who 
have largs refrigerators hare mastered 
these simpler principles, yet they can be 
used with equal advantage in the ordi- 
nary icebox. 


"Heat, as I started \.o say, travels one 


way and cold another., Heat goes up. It 
aifpand?. 
It is fluffy, light and airy and 


is capatls of floating away on the atmos- 
phere. Ccid strikes down the other way. 
So, in the rase of ice, the cooling influ- 
ences are downward. In cooling a room 
the ice should be placed at the top of 
the room to get the best results. If vents 
are run down at the sides of the room so 
the cold tbnnva off by the ice can fall 
from both sides, forming a sort of circle* 
it will soon drift around in circular form, 
and the room will cool inuch more rapid 
ly. These are some of" the'things over- 
looked by the vast majority of personi 
who use ice, and consequently they do 
not get the best results. By following 
the simpler natural laws in such matten 
the average man would not only get mor« 
good out of the ice he buys, but th» 
chances are that the ice bill would be 
much smaller. 


"But speaking of the great care taken 


in insulating the tank/' the iceman con 
tinned, "calls to my mind the fact thai 
wood is a pretty hot article, and this i& 
another thing which hag impressed itsell 
with peculiar force on the mind of the 
iceman.

"Wood is always hot, and It generally 


requires a good bit of ice to drive out the 
heat which is stored in this material. 
This is why changes have been made in 
the matter of constructing refrigerators 
where meats and perishable goods are 
stored. The lining found in these refrig- 
erators has saved a world of ice, because 
it bas mode it unnecessary to freeze the 
Wooden frame in order to get the proper 
temperature In the box. It is probable 
that this general Idea will in time be more 
useful as a sarer of ice, and it will of 
course be a good thing from the stand- 
point of the consumer.

Ce«ninc Pearl. 


Although the imitation of jewels has 


.been practiced for a century or more 
there are comparatively new develop- 
ments in the industry every few years, 
and the business has of late attained 
enormous proportions. The majority of 
these stones are made abroad, and hence 
they are imported. But while they are 
exceedingly ch-»ap and the duty is low 
the attempt is occasionally made to smug- 
gle them into the country, aud a seizure 
results. 
Again, the imitation is some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
is always possible for au expert to tell 
the difference if he has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of the diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are usually 
made of paste or strass, which is nothing 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to which, if the stone is colored, 
the proper hue has been imparted by tho 
addition to some mineral substance. 
There is at least one European house, 
though, which professes to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwise 
be possible. 


In London still another plan is pursued 


to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by the cutting 
of jewels, is treateJ with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state and then rolled out in, 
exceedingly thin sheets. This veneer 
is cut into tue proper shape and cement- 
ed on the faces ot the strass. Glass dia- 
monds can be bought for a few cents 
when unset, but a veneered diamond ia 
worth nearly $1. A high degree of skill 
is required in its proparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diamond and 
past" 
Hydrofluoric acid will eat glass, 


but will not afl'ect the genuine stone. A 
tile makes no impression on the latter 
either. 
Finally a real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 


Some artificial rubies are of paste; oth- 


ers have the same composition as the 
genuine stone, which consists of corun- 
dum. 
The lat.er variety of imitation 


ruby has the proper hardness and spe- 
cific gravity, and the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the true 
ruby only by a powerful 
magnifying 


glass. 
Singufnrly enough, the ,genuine 


article is identified by its detects. There 
are natural flaws in it not found in the 
imitation, although the imitation also 
possesses other characteristics (minute 
bubbles, for instance) which are readily 
recognized. 
On some stones, like the 


topaz and emerald, it is not wise to use 
a file. They are not hard enough to re- 
sist it 
The magnifying glass is the sur- 


est means of ascertaining the character 
of these jewels. 


Owing no donbt to the fact that pearla 


are often worn in strings instead of sin- 
gly or in pairs, like diamonds, the busi- 
ness of manufacturing imitations of them 
J3 far more extensive than any kradred 
branch of the industry, except perhaps 
the making of bogus turquoises and em- 
eralds and rubies for belt buckles. And 
inasmuch as most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap it i* possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Thus one 
may get a card bearing a dozen stickpins 
with imitation pearl heads for from 10 
to 15 cents. 
If the stones were genuine, 


they would be worth from $100 to §200. 


There are several kinds of imitation 


pearls. 
One i^ a glass bead filled with 


composition. The glass is often not over 
a sixty-fourth of an inch thick. 
There 


are several different compositions used. 
One looks very much like paraffin. 
A 


bead filled with that material would 
crush easily. 
In other globular pearls, 


pierced for stringing, « harder substance 
is employed. There is an imported imita- 
tion pearl whoM> shell is said to be mado 
of fishskin and whose filling is a com- 
pound in which there is ground mother of 
pearl, tbe lustrous lining of the oyster 
shell, wherein the real pearl is produced. 
This sort of jewel costs a dollar or two, 
and a string of GO would sell for $150. 
Real pearls of the same size and beauty 
would bring fully a hundred times that 
price. 


• Although the manufacture of imitation 
.pearls was long confined to Europe, it ia 
now conducted in this country also. 
A 


New York hoijse, the first to engage in 
the business, introduced a novelty to the 
trade a few years ago. 
It made solid 


pearls in addition to the filled ones. The 
composition employed is as hard as rock. 
It is almost impossible to break these 
jewels, and their luster, color and ingen- 
ious irregularity of form will deceive any 
one who does not use a magnifying glass 
on them. 
The head of this house tells 


many amusing stories about the mistakes 
made by expert jewelers and pawnbro- 
kers when these stones first made their 
appearance. Of course it is tiot easy to 
fool an experienced person; still the ex- 
'pert must use a powerful lens in order to 
ascertain the real character of a pearl. 
De will not trust the naked eye. Occa- 
tsionally a jeweler will say: "No. I cannot 
detect an imitation pearl eight or ten 
feet nway, but if I hold it in my hand I 
ican see the difference between that and 
jthe real thing. 
There's a sort of halo 


•around the genuine article which is un- 
'mistakable." 
Rut other men in the 


'trade frankly admit that only by means 
of a microscope can they discriminate. 


A fashion bas sprung up of late roars 


which enhances the deception produced 
by imitation jewels. If a paste diamond 
is act in a brass ring or an imitation pearl 


('s. mounted on a German silver pin, a 
sharp eyed observer might suspect the 
character of the jewel, but when the get- 
ting ia of 14 carat or IS carat g^ld and 
.the manufacturer has lavished more or 
iless artistic skill on the design of % ring 
or stud or clasp a different impression ia 
created. 
' When one first gets an idea ot the 
'.enortnons extent to which imitation jew- 
els are sold and worn, he naturally won- 
ders whether the trade in genuine stones 
has been affected. 
But a little inquiry in 


tho proper quarter will satisfy him that 
it bus not. The former are purchased by 
a class of people who cannot afford the 
latter.—New York Tribune.

THE SUCKER FISH. 


Bow These StvMKe Creature* Attach 


Themaelve* t« Larger FUh. 


People of certain temperameat some- 


times attain their wishes by biuging to 
the skirts of persons of larger capacity. 
In the tish world these fiud their coun- 
terpart in the reiuora family Une sack- 
nrsj, which is represented on the Atlantic 
coast by five species. In these fishe» the 
first dorsal fin~i. e., the fin on the back 
nearest the head—is transformed for all 
practical purposes into a sucking organ, 
by means of which they can attach them- 
selves very firmly to the gill covers or 
sides of larger fish. Thus tliere are the 
bhark sucker, the swordfisli sucker, the 
billfish 
sucker, etc. Being 
excellent 


swimmers, it is diflicult to see why they 
prefer to go through life as an appendagu 
and burden to others, but it is well 
known that they travel with sharks con- 
tinuously in this manner, and their hosts 
have actually been found emaciated and 
exhausted from carrying about their un- 
invited guests. 


An eminent observer of fishes baa 


thought it very probable that the object 
of the suckers is to share the fragments 
of food with their hosts, but whatever 
the cause the latter are surely entitled to 
our sympathy. It happens, however, that 
this very propensity for "hanging on" has 
recoiled on the sucker much to his disad- 
vantage, for as soon as man discovered 
this peculiarity he cudgeled his brain for 
some practical application which would 
redound to his own advantage, and, be- 
ing himself perhaps a "hanger on" to 
other people, some resourceful individual 
conceived the idea of using this fish as a 
bait and make him do the catching. _In 
Ogilby's "America" occurs the following 
description of how the Indians of long 
ago used those fishes to aid in the cap- 
ture of others: 


"Colurubus from hence proceeding on 


further westward discovered a fruitful 
Coast, verging the Mouth of a River, 
whose Water runs BoyKng into the Sea. 
Somewhat further he saw very strange 
Fishes, especially of the Guiacan, not un- 
like an Eel, but with an extraordinary 
great Head, over which hangs a Skin like 
a Bag. This Fish is the Natives' Fisher; 
for, having a Liue or handsom cord fas- 
tened about him, so soon as a Turtel, or 
any other of his Prey, comes above wa- 
ter, they give him Line; whereupon die 
Guiacan, like an Arrow out of a Bowe, 
shoots toward -Ihe \otber Fish, and then 
gathering the Mopth of the Bag on hia 
Head like a Pur&e-net, holds them so 
fast, that he let not loose till hal'd up out 
of the Water."—Los Angeles Times.

They 9ho«ld Furnish Proper O»»«*» 
mutien For U«uiarried Yomnc W«- 
nen to Meet the Rlsht K4a« •< 
Uen—Object, Matrimony. 


The newly married husband and wife 


are expected to go at once into the de- 
Ujptrui seclusion of a little paradtee, just 
laiye enough for two, and here, by the 
Uw of custom and tradition, they art 
privileged to spend the short, blissful pe- 
riod called the honeymoon. Thea they 
come back to the world, resume their re- 
lations to society and take up the respon- 
sibilities of daily life. Among the mani- 
fold duties which" devolve upon married 
people is. one which they often neglect- 
viz, 
their obligation to their unmarried 


friends. This lests especially upon the 
younger husbands and wives, who hare 
not usually that distaste for social af- 
fairs which is apt to creep in upou later 
life. 


Every girl has an inalienable r!?ht to 


an opportunity for marriage. 
Whether 


she takes advantage of it must rest with 
herself, but she is entitled to her chance. 
Society gives few really favorable oppor- 
tunities. Young men and women in the 
same social circle may live in a city for 
years and meet only at occasional balls 
and parties, where the acquaintance ia 
necessarily so superficial as not to awak- 
en even a desire to make it more extend- 
ed. When summer comes, the conscien- 
tious mamma, anxious to do the best pos- 
sible for her daughter, takes her to some 
popular watering place, where there prob- 
ably is one man to a dozen girls. An am- 
bitious, energetic young fellow, the kind 
that makes, the best husband, does not 
often go to fashionable resorts. He has 
but little time for an outing, and he pre- 
fers to spend it hunting, fishing, camping 
out, roughint; it anu laying up health and 
itvength for the coming year's work. And 
so the pretty and interesting girls idle 
away a dull summer and come home for 
another profitless season of dancing 8>:d 
cards. Even such parties are apt to be 
noticeable for the absence of representa- 
tive young men. who find that the fatigue 
and the late hours tell heavily against the 
clear, strong brain that ia essential to; 
the next clay's business. 


Marriage :s largely a matter of propin- 


4uity. "inng a number if snen and tronv 
r,n together frequently (B 2lose Slid tiiend- 
ly companionship, and tj>* result is sure 
to be one or more marriages among thum. 
It is simply the carrying act -! lie laws 
of nature which, speaking !s, t general 
sense, do not intend that man or woman 
shall go through life alone. Often we 
meet middle aged women, 
beautiful, 


charming in every respect, and we mar- 
vel that they never have married. 
The 


reason is, in a majority of cases, that in 
youth they were so situated as not to 
come into close acquaintance with men. 
Some girls will make especial effort to 
obtain such acquaintance, but the sensi- 
tive, refined, dignified woman, the one 
who is most desirable for a wife, prefers 
to blush unseen all her days rather than 
BO sacrifice her innate sense of womanly 
decorum. The capable man, the man of 
affairs, is engrossed in business. He has 
bis ideal of marriage. He hopes to attain 
it some day, bnt he has not the time to 
make it a special object. And so the 
years slip by. 
He> passes beyond the 


"marriageable age" and finally settles 
down to a really undesired and unwel- 
come bachelorhood. 


Now, 
here is where married people 


should recognize an obligation. 
They 


have been so fortunate as to meet, to love 
and to marry. 
They have their home, 


their influence, their independence. The 
temptation is very i.rong to be selfish, to 
settle down to mutual enjoyment, to let 
other people get on without their help. 
Instead of doing this they should reader 
it possible for their unmarried friends to 
share in their joy and perhaps to find 
equal contentment and happiness. 
They 


should make their home a place where 
young folks can Come often for a friendly 
informal evening, not a full dress affair, 
but an occasion when they can gather 


| cozily around the fire for an easy, natu- 


ral social time, entirely free from the 
artificial conventionality of large society 
functions. And then there should be sup- 
pers, not lunches, and 5 o'clock teas that 
bring together a lot of women and never 
a man, but quiet little suppers, where 
one girl can make the tea, another pre- 
side at the chafing dish and all show 
their attractive domestic qualities. Iff 
the summer the young matron should ar- 
range small picnics and bicycle parties 
for the early evening, where the men and 
the girls can share in the preparation of 
the supper and then have a stroll by sun- 
set or moonlight, or a lively, informal 
talk and a bit of music, all sitting nnder 
the trees together and going home at an 
hour that docs not mean unfitness for the 
duties of tbfe nest day. 


There is scarcely a man so immersed 


in business or so gated with social frivol- 
ities that he would not enjoy the whole- 
Home relaxation of such little entertain- 
ments as these. Young men and women 
would become better acquainted, would 
learn one another's best qualities and 
would grow more interested in each other 
in a season of such opportunities than in 
years of the usual methods of In nging 
them logether. It is only those who are 
married that can manage such matters

In some cases in which new names have 


succeeded to the business old signs have 
been removed from the outer walls and 
placed inside.

And a fine feature of the American is 
that he is willing to see a blunder, 
and he is too sincere a man not to 
profit by the discovery. 


God has done his part here to fur- 


nish the people with pure water, and 
any amount of it. He scooped out our 
valley, sent a liv» stream flowinsr 
through it, and reared the mountains 
on either side, giving us all the need 
ed conditions, and then of course, left 
the people perfectly free to choose, 
•whether they preferred to drink wat«r 
from pure fountains or mud holes, 
people are to consult their own tastes 
in these matters. It's a free country. 
All these things are in the hands of 
<;he people and if they cook their 
food in mad, and drink mud, it is the 
fault of the people. 
They cannot 


charge it to the superintendent of the 
water works, nor Divine Providence. 


No one in Adarns, for the last f^w 


days, has ventured to wash his hands 
or face, if he desired tq be half clean 
for the reason that he mr,c!e a fa1* 
better appearance before than after 
washing and bad as he' felt, T\ as more 
comfortable. Now' every thoughtful 
and observing man knows that every 
valley like ours, with a fine stream 
running through it, has, unflerneattr 
the surface, a veritable river of life, 
a river 
filtering through the soil, 


whose water is pure as crystal, be- 
yond 
all impurities' and 
disease! 


germs, Wells could be sunk, a mHe 
or a mile and a half further up, and 
at a proper distance from the sur- 
face stream, Where a' steam pump 
would cause them to furnish a far 
greater volume of pure water than 
this population ever thought of using. 
In summer the surface brooks become 
so reduced in volume that the =nipply 
is not adequate to the needs of the 
people.

And they are 
quite as likely to blunder in the first 
arrangements of their water works. 


Such places usually have to kill off 


a large number of fathers, mothers 
and children with poisoned water, and 
abuse those Who seek to have the 
'wiron.g corrected, and fight all ef- 
forts to improve things, before they 
are ready to demand that the right 
thing shall be done. The present res- 
ervoir is all right, and the water is 
good, if you drink it before the show- 
er or -wait long enough after; provid- 
ed the showers are not too far ?.»art. 
If they are, then you must work the 
pump, which will prove how correct 
the theory is as to the underground 
river. This never fails, whatewr the 
drouth, though verdure have fled from 
your meadows and pasture lands, and 
all above ground 1S dead and parched 
as the dewless hills of Gilboa, the un- 
derground river will never fail. But 
one of the pumping arrangements hag 
to lay its pipes where it is literally 
impossible to cement a perfect joint 
and takes ,in water that could not 
be moire surely poisoned than it is 
now; and all there js of it, you are 
pumping disease an(j death lnto the 
homes of Adams. If i am wron 
then those acquainted with the water

It was an unusually quiet night in 


Tombstone. The churchgoing citizen had 
long sine* retired. The midnight hour hud 
pawed, but tb« rough and ready resorts 
on Tougunut street and Cancan alley 
were still in full blast, for Tombstone 
was an all oigUt town. Tbe silent gam- 
bler, his face wearing a serious and deter- 
mined expression, still sat in front of the 
furo table, while the medley of cracked 
pianos, guitars aud violins common to 
western Saloons was freely interspersed 
with the eager cry of the crap shooter 
and the whirl of (he roulette ball. Dia- 
mond Dick, who was afterward put away1 
in Yuma for dynamiting the postoffice, 
had been luc!:y and was rapidly passing 
his gains back to the concern over the 
bar. The place had been recently Gaff- 
neyized, and a big six shooter was in 
ominous display near a botfle of ''forty 
rod." 


Suddenly the sounds of hilarity were 


interrupted by the crack of a pibtoi shot. 
Then another aud another, until there 
was a whole fusillade of bangiug firearms. 
Tlie denizens of the "Palace" rushed to 
tbe doors, weapons in hand, and joined iu 
the general air splitting cannonade. Aft- 
er awhile the volunteer fire brigade, con- 
sisting of a horseless hose cart, three or 
four buckets and a half dozen trained fire 
eaters, dashed down the street. Before 
reaching the scene of the fire the cart 
struck a big rock and capsized, throwing 
the front end fireman hi?:h into the air. 
The accident caused a disastrous delay, 
for tbe flames were already eating their 
way into the most substantial part of the 
equipment of the Tombstone Epitaph, the 
leading weekly of Cochise county. The 
editor, who slept in his sanctum, guarded 
by a pair of Winchesters, had barely time 
to escape in his pyjamas, leaving his 
•?,-ardrobe as food for the flames.

The people formed 
in lines with their buckets, tubs, boilers 
and sprinkling cans and passed the water 
along, while some of the bravest and 
most active spread wet blankets upon 
the roofs and walls of adjoining build- 
ings. The neighboring saloons provided 
plenty of stimulants, and naturally there 
were many willing fire fighters. 


After it was all over and the editor 


had verbally announced that be would 
"rise, phenixlike, from the ashes," a half 
dressed individual rushed up to the re- 
turning crowd and breathlessly inquired: 


"Ha—have they gone?" 
"Have who gone? What are you talk- 


ing about?" he was asked. 


"Why. the Indians?" 
"There wuz no Injuns, ye plague- goned 


idyit!" exclaimed an old frontiersman, 
"What's th' matter with ye? Have ye 
lost yer balance wheel?" 


"Well, what did all that shooting 


mean? I thought it was for an Indian 
uprising."

alarm was explained to the tenderfoot, 
who said he had been "hiding out" in his 
hotel until the danger was over, and 
then be was escorted to the Palace and 
given a taste of life in the far west.—

"I suppose," said Uucle Hiram, "ttot 


overy small boy when he gets his rii«t 
Bharp knife does just -=vhat our yougj^ 
friend her« has been doing. He gets a 
nice stick of soft white pine and cuts a 
ball imprisoned within fcur corner bars. 
I know I did that, and I have made lotft 
of them. 


"You take a squared stick of soft whita 


pine of any dimensions, but say on incb 
square and four inches long, and mark 
off a block an inch long in the middle of 
its length. Then you mark off on cither 
side of that another space of an inch, 
and then you proceed to dig out the wood 
from those spaces through from side to 
side and from all sides, but carefully 
leaving the corners of the block untouch- 
ed, for these will each become a part o2 
the bar of that corner extending from 
end to end, when the middle block, of 
which the ball is to be made, is cut free. 


"When you have cut out those spaces 


all clear, leaving the square block in the 
middle, you cut tlie block down rounding 
at the corners, cutting it into the shapa 
of a ball as much as possible before cut- 
ting it away at the corners, because it is 
so much easier to shape when it is thus 
held than it will be after it is loose. 
Only you want to be careful not to slice 
down through the corner pieces and so 
spoil the whole thing, and you want to 
look out, too, not to do what our young 
friend here has doue, and wliat I have 
often dona myself, for thnt matter, and 
that is to Jlee down through an end of 
the bloek, cutting one of lh<> corner pieces 
clear there, before you com* to the round- 
ing of the block at all. 


"The rounded block cut free, you 


smooth it off nicely, and smooth the side 
pieces and ends, and inert jou are, a 
ball that couldn't have been got into this 
frame from the outside at all, but thnt 
is in it, all right, and that rolls freely 
. within it from end to end. 


"Sometimes a boy would make on* of 


those with two balls in it, and I have oc- 
casionally known a boy to make a ball in 
a holder like this out of bard wood, which 
is a triumph, for to make n good impris- 
oned ball of any wood (is a task requir- 
ing the exercise of some bkili aud of very

Now Com»(e4 Obsolete. 


"In old tlroe*," uid a dealer in church 


fittings and equipment*, "it was a com- 
mon thing to BIT* doors on the pews it 
churches. Fifty years ago la most Protes- 
tant churches then were pew doors. 
While used in Catholic churches also, 
they were not so common. 
' 


"In those days the pew door was an 


institution. 
Now it is pretty nearly 


oiisolete. There are still some in use. 
They will be found here and there yet 
in some of the old Protestant churches, 
•s they may be occasionally, too, in some 
old Catholic churches, but they consti- 
tute no part of the equipment of any new 
church, and in many old churches the 
pew doors bare been taken off as un- 
necessary and in the way. 


"There .are various reasons for this. 


Conditions hare changed for one thing. 
In the old days pews were more common- 
ly rented entire. 
Now there are more 


free churches, more free pews, and there 
are rented nowadays a greater number 
of individual sittings. 


"In such conditions a pew door IS not 


in any degree a necessity. It might in* 
deed be undesirable in itself. 
Partly 


opened or closed the door was in the way. 
It might squeak. It was likely to be 
slammed in opening or closing. 
It waa 


a quite unnecessary expense. It was 
really a surplusage, and in all new 
churches its use was everywhere discon- 
tinued whether the pews were rented or 
sot 


"In Catholic churches, where it is still 


the common, prevailing custom to rent 
the pews and where there might still be 
some need for a pew door, its place is 
now to some extent taken by a modern 
attachment called a pew guard. This is 
a simple but sightly strip of stitched

CASSOWARIES IN A FIGHT. 


They Are the Only Bird*. Excepting 


Octrlches, Tbat Gun Kick. 


Although the cassowary in captivity 


bas the reputation of being extremely 
tractable and docile, he is terrible when 
aroused. 


A notable peculiarity of this bird is 


that if any particular object attracts hia 
attention he will perform a sort of war 
dance over it. This happened at the zoo 
•when one of the cassowaries, which are 
confined in cages near the main entrance, 
lighted upon a gaudy piece of ribbon 
blown inside the bars from, the hat or 
dress of some woman visitor. 


He was one of the smallest of the col- 


lection, but he was of a martial disposi- 
tion. After baying carefully examined 
the ribbon be started his war dance and 
kept it up with great vigor for some min- 
utes. Just while he was at the height 
of bis enjoyment a larger cassoway came 
np and interfered with him. 


He stood this for some time, but when 


the larger bird attempted to oust him 
from the spot in order tbat be in turn 
might prance about the ribbon he re- 
sented the intrusion in no uncertain style. 


Kicking out vigorously on all sides, 


craning his neck, snapping his beak, 
elongating his body and hitting imaginary 
blows with the horny mass which casso- 
waries carry on the tops of their beads 
and which is called the helmet, he seem- 
ed to bid defiance to all comers. 


The larger cassowary, thinking ap- 


parently that he could treat the demon- 
strations of the lightweight with con- 
tempt, commenced hustling the latter. 
The two were ill matched as regards 
height, one of them being about five feet 
high and the other a foot or more shorter, 
but the battle -which ensued showed that 
weight and height will not always tell. 


Forward kicks were the main feature 


of the fight. The cassowary, it is be- 
lieved, is the oftly bird, except perhaps 
the ostrich, which, uses this method of at- 
tack and defense, and the way a casso- 
way can kick would warm" the heart of 
a French boxer. He can kick straight 
out like> a man, or he can do the high, 
kick like a music hall star. 


At first the blows were delivered chief- 


ly on the breast and didn't hurt much, 
but eventually the small bird knocked the 
other one out with a masterly stroke" de- 
livered by the long sharp claw of the in- 
ner toe on the wattles of it's antagonist. 


No fatal injury w*s 'done, but the 


I shock must have been terrific; for the big 
. bird uttered a peculiar cry and retired in 


confusion to its corner, while the victo- 
rious one resumed its war dance. It also 
bad been severely punished, and one 
could almost imagine it saving to itself, 
like Mr. Henley:

As far ai I 
kno\s, ti:f-ie are few if any cases of ab- 
normal minds m a\ erage bodies devoid of 
stigmata. It is a fair inference, then, 
tbat if a man's body is nearly an average 
in all respects, height, weight, propor- 
tions, etc , there must also be an average 
brain and therefore a normal mind, ex- 
cluding, of couisc, normal men who have 
acquired insanity. Beyond this we dare 
not go, for there is absolutely no relation 
between intelligence and stature. Men of 
genius may be big like Bismarck or little 
like Napoleon or De Costa, and the same 
may be said of the feeble minded as well 
as those of average intelligence. Qeorga 
Washington's physical measurements are 
said to have been identical with those of 
Jeffries, the giant pugilist. Other illus- 
trations might be given indefinitely. 


It is true that the human brain weight 


depends upon the body weight, for many 
muscles require many brain cells. In like 
manner the sparrow needs but a few 
grains of brain, while the whale and ele- 
phant must have more than man. Yet 
that indescribable and immeasurable va- 
riable called intelligence depends upon 
other/things in addition to weight ot 
brain, and the increase of brain weight 
due to increased'stature consists of tissue 
which may not and probably does not 
have any bearing upon intelligence. 


A big physique with immense reserve 


power and endurance is a decided ele- 
ment in forcing men to the front in the 
struggle of life. This is in accordance 
with investigations among school chil- 
dren, which are said to show that the 
best scholars in any class are appreciably 
bigger than the rest. Hence, other things 
being equal, the big men, having an, ad- 
vantage, should have a larger percentage 
of their number successful than the little 
men. 
Yet statistics show the very oppo- 


site, for Lombroso mentions ("Man of 
Genius," page G) but 26 great men of tall 
stature, while he names 51 who are short, 
some of them being even dwarfish or less 
than five feet in height. As the anomalies 
of height are equally distributed on each 
side fo the mean,there must be some tre- 
mendously active cause to make the little 
men more than twice as brilliant as the 
big. The two classes, being equally re- 
moved from the average, should be equal- 
ly abnormal mentally.—Dr. Charles B. 
Woodruff in Medical Eeview.
